John F. Kennedy of Massachusetts or Re­ 
publican Vice President Richard M. Nixon appeared to hinge 
primarily on the decision of a majority of the voters in the 
seven largest states. 
These states— New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio,

toral votes needed for election. To win, either candidate prob­ 
ably will need to carry most of them. New York and Californ­ 
ia were reported shaded for Kennedy. The rest were listed as 
doubtful.
